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PREFACE 

L ike philately the hobby of collecting manuscripts containing the 
handwritings of important historical personalities has become an 
obsession with many a connoisseur of hierography. Such documents are 
not necessarily collected as a living memento of the dead but also for their 
contents, the thoughts they provocate, the personality of the dead that 
they project as also for the picture they present about the conditions 
which prevailed at the time they were written. However the vastness of 
the historical documents prevents any private efforts at collection with 
the result that collection of documents and their preservation and publica¬ 
tion becomes an important function of the Government. There is of 
course no limit to the effort the Governmental agency could put at this 
work or the volume of the material it could collect. However the different 
stages of historical periods present a contrast in regard to the quality and 
quantity of the documents collected. With the passage of time, availability 
of equipment, widening of horizons with the ease of transport and com¬ 
munication, we find and come across abundance and profuseness in the 
creation of documents and records so conspicuous by its absence in the 
earlier period of history. The comprehensive character of the documents 
of the later 18th and l^h centuries is not witnessed for the earlier period. 
Not only that but the creation of documents is also formd to be different 

• 

for different periods of time as also for different dynastic personages. 
Whereas there is abundance of documents pertaining to the Moghals, 
the same cannot be said of the Marathas of the Chhatrapati period, though 
the Peshwa period is remarkable for the voluminous creation of records 
in the form of documents comprising letters, sanadapatre, treaties, inams, 
kaifiyats, etc. It is well worth preserving these documents not only because 
they have come from the pen of personages whom history has made 
great or small, notorious or famous but also because they differ in style, 
contents, presentation, form, type, consequence, expiession, composition, 
bearing, system, precision, structure, mould and impression. Their value 
does not denigrate with the passage of time and more often than not, 
they serve as an object lesson to those more sophisticated, rational and 
intelligent. 

This has been the object in publishing the Modi documents covering 
a period of well over 200 years, the earliest being that of the year 1608. 
These documents cover a wide range of personalities wellknown to the 
students of Maratha history. The documents have been specifically selec¬ 
ted for their contents and though many of them do not bear the date 
or the year in which the documents were written. We get an indication 
of the same from the contents or from the author of the document. 
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The documents in this publication number seventeen and are fairly 
representative of the later period of Maratha history. For the convenience 
of the reader a brief summary of the contents of the document is given 
in a short note. I am extremely thankful to Shri H. N. Bakshi and 
Shri V. T. Gondii, for the selection of these documents and their 
annotation. I am also extremely thankful to Shri S. A. Sapre, Director, 
Government Printing and Stationery and Shri R. B. Alva, Manager, 
Government Central Press, Bombay and other staff of the Press for 
bringing out this publication.

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ABOUT MAHARASHTRA ARCHIVES 


THE MAHARASHTRA ARCHIVES repositories at Bombay, 
Kolhapur and Poona are an important legacy of the past and a great 
national asset. Regional Offices at Aurangabad and Nagpur were opened 
in the recent years. They constitute the richest legacy left by the pre¬ 
decessor Government of the East India Company and of the Marathas 
from whom the British took over. No other State in India has such an 
old record of the early period of an All-India nature. 

These Archives under ihe Director of Archives are the outcome of the 
retirement of non-current record of the Government since the past three 
centuries embodying experiences of the people who built up history. 

They are preserved for posterity because of their continual utility for the 
necessary governmental processes, for protection of public and private 
rights and above all for research by scholars and students. 

The Bombay Archives—^There are about five lakh bound volumes 
and files dealing with political upheavals, military movements, education, 
judicial and ecclesiastical matters, rural economy, public health, develop¬ 
ment of ports, transport, trade and industry, water-supply, etc., and 
covering the period from 1630 to 1955. 

Pune Archives—Preserved in the Peshwa Daftar, now known as 
Pune Archives, Pune, voluminous collection contains about 400 lakh State 
papers and documents, in modi script, pertaining to the Maratha period. 
It serves as a source material for the study of political, social and economic 
history of the time. 

Kolhapur Archives—^The contents comprise about 40 lakh papers 
covering the period from 1700 to 1947 A.D. Written in modi script and in 
English they relate to the administration of the former Kolhapur State 
since its establishment in 1714. 

Functions —Besides entertaining requisitions for record from Govern¬ 
ment departments, supplying certified copies of extracts from the printed 
record to public, the most important function is to make available record 
for bona fide research. For facility of research students reference tools— 
hand-lists, catalogues, indexes, etc., are being prepared. These save the 
time of researchers and help lengthen the life of old and precious records.
